or related seiences may now request the application for covering 

the academic year 1970-1971. Requests should be addressed to the 
Chairman, Scholarship Committee, 8101 Hampden Lane, Bethesda, 
Maryland, 20014. The award will be made during the month of 
December, 1970. Receipt of applications for the award must be 
received prior to the close of business on the 3lst of October, 1970. 


To be eligible for the award, applicants must have completed at 
least one year in an accredited college or university and must be 
enrolled in a course of studies leading to a degree.

NEWINGTON CONN JULY 30 1970 TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS BT 


New fees adopted by FCC on July 1 apply to applications on or after 
August 1, 1970. New, upgraded, renewed or modified and renewed 
amateur licenses are now nine dollars. Four dollars is charged for 
straight modification such as change of station location. Special 
callsigns under section 97.51 require an additional twenty five 
dollars. No fee for any Novice, military recreation station or 
Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service authorization. August QST 
carries a brief announcement with details in the September issue. 
Meanwhile, ARRL, continuing its fight_against fees, is preparing a 
formal request for reconsideration AR

Only one contact with each 
station will be counted. SCORING: Score two (2) points for each YLRL 
member worked, and one (1) point for each non-YLRL member worked. No 
multipliers. AWARDS: Top scoring YLRL member will receive her choice 
of a YLRL pin, charm, or stationery. Non-YLRL member will receive a one 
year membership in YLRL. Copy of the log must be received by October 14, 
1970. Mail log to Audrey Beyer, KSPFF, 6202 Reed Road, Houston, Texas 
77017. Whether the total is staggering, or only one contact, please 
send in your log.

DX-YL 


1. Available to licensed YL Operators only, for 25 confirmed contacts 
with licensed YL operators outside your own country, as defined in the 
ARRL DXCC Countries List. All contacta must be dated after April 1, 
1958. For this Certificate, Alaska and Hawaii are considered DX for 


U.S. YLs. 


2. Send log extracts showing date, time, station, band, mode, RST reports 
and your own QTH and name. 


3. Sufficient postage (or IRCs) must be sent to finance the return of 
your cards by First Class Mail, but no charge is made for the certificate. 


4. Endorsements: Stickers will be awarded for each group of ten addi- 
tlonal DX-YLs, subject to the same confirmation as above. The Custodian

RAMBLINGS by a GHOST WRITER 


One of the things that I have observed (and can't understand), 
is the fact that you pick a clear frequency before calling the pro- 
verbial CQ, and when you standby to listen, you hear no less than 
four other stations on the frequency that was clear when you first 
called CQ. What is your answer? I have none after trying to come 
up with something for some time. 


Another thing that 1s distracting is when you are working a 
nice DX station you hear loud and clear BREAK, BREAK! The ham that 
does this not only makes you lose your contact, but in the long run, 
usually doesn't make a contact for himself. Had he waited until your 
contact was completed and then called the station, chances are that 
he would have made the contact. So men, when the urge to do this 
hits you, just give a little thought, and I am sure that you will 
come up with more DX contacts. 


Something else that needs attention.....DON'T ASK FOR A QSL 
UNLESS YOU INTEND SENDING ONE YOURSELF.... I have asked for some Dx 
QSL's and was assured by the fellow that I was working that he would 
send his card (which somehow never arrives). I have always made it 
a practice to QSL first, and usually mail it direct and by AIR MAIL. 
I would think that a ham was a man of his word and would do as he 
says. A lot of the newer hams do not place the real value on a QSL 
card. At one time, this was the true trademark of a ham. Cards 
were cherished and valued for a long time, especially some of the 
rare DX cards which cannot be duplicated. Don't belong to this 
group of QSL DON'T CARE'rs. If everyone did his part, this scourge 
would soon leave the ranks of HAMMING. 


What causes a “red hot prospect" for a ham license, after he 
receives his Novice license, to suddenly drop his activity, and ina 
short while, give up his call? In some cases, there are emergencies 
that bring about this condition, but often it results from some of 
the active hams not selling themselves. Group interest is lacking; 
if an individual is not electronically inclined, then extra effort 
is needed to get the individual over the hump in order that he will 
further his knowledge and interest and then will remain a ham for 
quite a few years. Each year thousands of hard earned dollars are 
lost to an individual because he has lost interest and sells his 
gear for a fraction of what it cost. If in some cases interest is 
recreated, then the said individual starts all over again purchasing 
new equipment. Does this make sense? 


When one becomes a ham, he has made himself a member of a very 
exclusive group of individuals. The reason for belonging to this 
organization...is interest in electronics and communications and, 
contrary to what other people think, it is not just a plaything 
that causes TV I. If these critical persons would just look up the 
statistics and give credit to the hams where credit is due (especialla 
during national disasters, emergencies, and services), perhaps the 
discouragements encountered by new hams joining our ranks would be 
eliminated and thus reduce the loss of licensed personnel.
